Candi- 
dates who have not complied with aH 
requiremants will than be ^ven three 
days to makd all corractioos. A eom- 
plete lUt of all candidatea will be post- 
ed and published April 11.

Nominationi are due Monday, April 4, immediately after 
tbe ESsater holi^;^rlod. TUs wffl give the candidates 
aiMle tlDte to j^rejiare Rpd file petitions and have them 
hsr the eketio ps com^ttee. PaUication of the 
con^titiUtoh and by-taws of the (^uii^ reveab to' tiie '3th' ' 
deem tile “workiaffs’' of their g<wemlng body, and they can 
enter into the eleetimw with a full understanding and 
knowledge of just what it’s all about. 

The indefiniteness, uncertainty, uid inefficient methods 
of the former Council have apparently been abolished. The 
requirements for eligibility, the prh^ure for nomination 
apd the rules of election present a clear-cut proposition, and 
no misunderstandings sMuld result regarding any of the . . 
matter set forth in this issue of 'fhe Hatdiet.' 

One of the greatest difficulties which faced the old coun- 
cil at last year’s elections was the condition which existed 
in the Junior College. A student was recpiired to have 46 
hours credit to be eligible for nomination. Under the new 
ruling only 16 hours are required, so tiipt a student entering ; 
the Univtii^ity in September may run in the spring elec- 
tions, and will he able to retain Ms status as a representa- ^ 
tive of Junior College during the entire' following year. 
Freshmen are still barred from representation, wMch is as 
It should be. The first year Students look to the upperclass- 
men to show them the way. 

Successful nominees will be announced and published 
April 12. Elections are Scheduled tor April 28 and 29. 
Thus approximately 16 days' have beefi allowed for organi- 
sation, formation 6f platforms, caml^aigning, and all the 
other publicity which will help promote a universal election 
bY creating a (Mmmandlng Interest among the entire stu- 
dent bofiy. Real e^petition should result — ^not merely the 
**wash-out” rivalry between fraternal organisations, the 
mraibership of which compiises only a small part of the 
registration of the University — ^but competition based upon 
ideals. 

Every student will have ample time in whi(di to ac(]uaint 
himself with the various candidates and their qualifications 
and disqualifications. He.will be enabled, in voting, to cast 
his ballot for the nominee he personally believes will bast 
represent his school during the ensuing yeai>— the nominee 
who will do the most to out the basic purposes of a 
studentiCoimoiL 

, The present council has won the confidence of at least a 
part of the students during the past year. It has exhibited 
an earnest desire to accomplish. Notable among its acMeve- 
ments during its term are the organization and formation 
of a University band, the reorganization of the social calen- 
dar, and now, the dr^ting of a simple, forceful set of regu- 
lations for elections. 

The forthcoming campaign should result in a heated con- 
test on firm ground.
